-to the vole. Many delegates shout- 
ed that the draft did not repre- 
sent the general opinion - of the. 
delegates serving en the commit- 
tee. They, objecte. to ils belng 
put to the vote. 

The pandemonium was fanned 
by a remark made by delegate 
Mr. Tang To-tslen that many 
delegates have been following 
blindly the dead ideas of jurists, 
This’ was token os an insult by 
many delegates who !mmediately 
jumped to their fect, and yelled 
at Mr. Tang demanding: what he 
mennt by “following blindly.” 

Then miny others swarmed 
around the speaker's stand order- 
ing Mr. Tang to step down. Mr. 
Tang refused to yicld and was. 
supported. by his friends, among 
whom was Mr. Lin Tse-kwel, o 
Fuklen delegate. The confusion 
was stopped only by the appear- 
anco of the President.—Reuter-

More than HK$4,000,000 in 
gold bars, sheets, nuggets, 
coins and abnormally large- 
sized finger-rings have been 
seized by Hong Kong's Pre- 
ventive Service since the be- 
ginning of last year. 


in the whole of 1947, the Re- 
venue Department's outdoor staff 
(headed by Clef Preventive OM- 
eer J. McIntyre Brown) was res- 
ponsible for scizing more than 
$2,000,000 worth of gol¥, and an- 
other $1,000,000 worth of raw 
and prepared opium, according 
to the current Issue of the “Far 
Eastern Economic Review.” . 

The gold was seized on vessels 
arriving, from Manila, Macao, 
Bangkok, Javo and outgoing 
ships bound for Chinese ports. A 
certain. amount was selzed on 
both outgolng and incoming air- 
ernft and trains. 

Opium seizures were made on 
ships arriving from Chinese ports 
and Indin as well as on aircraft 
from Kunming.

But so great a musician 
as Rudolf Ganz, director of the

What are the special qualities of 
the Hammond?

The Churches Council of Healing 
came into being through the late Arch- 
bishop William Temple. who was an- 
xious that this ministry should -be es- 
tablished and developed upon sound 
lines.

Ali these 
have guilds and representatives engag- 
ed in the development of the know- 
ledge and practice of Divine healing. 
The council does not exist to set up 
any new organisation or machinery; it 
works through the many existing or- 
ganisations that are in agreement with 
the council's agreed statement of its 
functions. 

It_ defines, so fair as its humanly 
possible, what is meant by Divine 
ealing. It strives to bring together 
doctors and ministers in cooperation 
and to establish groups of people to 
pray for Divine healing for sufferers 
and to hold services for healing in 
which instruction is given and the 
ministry of healing is exercised.

No White Paper on sefence or 
Commons .debate on the Govern- 
ment's drastic cuts in British 
naval, ale force and army 
strengths can alter this stark 
fact: The United Kingdom since 
the end of the Japanese war has, 
sold out in the Far East and thn 
Pacific. . 


Today it is almost a Journey of 
despair for Britons travelling,

By the end of June this year 
the United Kingdom will have 
only 1,000 Servicemen at the 
moxt, with the 10,000 Australians 
and 3,000 New Zenlanders, on oc- 
cupation duty In Japan.

It the United States docs not 
ratifv the constitution of the 
World Health Organisation by 
next year, all WHO field services 
may have to be suspended, Dr. 
Brock Chisholm, executive 
Secretary for the organisation, 
told a press conference today. 


The United States was one of 
the most active members of the 
WHO interim commission, Chis- 
holm said and he produced the 
original draft for the constitution. 
The constitution has been ratified 


by 27 nations, with the notable’ 


exception of the United States. 


Chisholm said all Meld services 
In 15 countries may have to be 
suspended. 

WHO has been helped by the 
grant of $1,000,000 from funds of 
the United Natlons Relief and 
Rehabilitation: organisation and 
by direct loans from the United 
Nations. But this would prob- 
ably be exhausted by the end of 
1949. 

France is the only other of the 
“Big Five” powers whose ratifica- 
tlon had not been concluded, 
Chisholm said but “she Is expect- 
ed to approve the constitution 
soon."—~Associated Press.

The communique flatly reject- 
ed the United States’ protest on 
alleged looting of American 
equipment from the Hungarian 
repatrintion train Jast . January 
and counter-charged that Ameri- 
con soldiers on the train sold the 
missing equipment to Hungarian 
civillans to finance ‘drunken 
binges” in the fronticr town of 
Hegyeshalom. 

The U.S. charge that Russian 
soldiers plundered the train was 
also sharply denied. The com- 
munique said a, Sovict train “did 
puss through, but stopped, morc 
than one kilometre away and 
spent 30 minutes there, and no 
one Ieft the train and no one ap- 
proached the American train.” 

The statement said the US. 
Legation in Budapest had first 
brought up the incident in a note 
of March 25, accusing the Hun- 
garian suthoritics of failing to 
permit American military oMfcials 
necompanying the train to enter 
Hungary. : ; 

The Forcign Office, it sald, had 
Informed the Legation within 24 
hours that it would investigate 
and take appropriate action.

They will be replaced by im- 
ports from the sterling area and 
elsewhere. 

Britaln expects 2 deficit of 
JS$742,000,000 with the Western 
Hemisphere pile-up by the end 
of June. Taking into account the 
dollar needs of the wholo sterling 
area, the drain on dollar reserves 
was estimated ata little under 
U5$900,000,000 in the first six 
months of this year. 


A stop-gap solution is to soll 
more to the Western Hemisphere 
and buy less, from it, the bulletin 
adds. It said it is planned that 
exports to the Western Hemi!- 
sphere should be increased this 
year 14 per cent above the pre- 
war level. 


“Marshall ald provides us 
and other countries of Europe 
with a comparatively short 
breathing space In which to ac- 
compliish the task of righting 
the bafance In productive pow- 
er between the two Heml- 
spheres,” .eays the bulletin. 


Last year, 44 per cent. of Bri-
